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When the searching, scientific spirit awakens among 
men, and they eagerly turn from outward affairs to 
hunt the records that are grooved upon rocks, or 
blazoned on stars, or hid in perishable human me- 
morials, then the complex and difficult structure of 
the Bible becomes to them of inestimable worth. 
They search it through, that they may compress its 
substance into statements, and frame from italla grand 
syllabus of doctrine. Or, if they pursue any line of 
research outside its limits, it still meets them in each, 
and challenges them to new study of itself; to ran- 
sack its histories; to interpret the records of the cre- 
ation or the flood, presented in the Genesis; to give, 
if they can, a more natural division of the animal 
kingdom than that of Moses; or a more exact de- 
scription of Egypt than is that suggested in the Exo- 
dus. And so the seeming paradox is presented that 
the most inquisitive and scientific of peoples come al- 
ways back to the earliest books, to the same which 
the barbarian ponders, as the ever-new field for their 
research. 

When the esthetic spirit reigns throughout a nation, 
and pencils strew its walls with light, and quarries rise 
as if by magic into buildings of a vast and musical 
majesty—then how the wondrous stories of the Bible, 
and especially the incidents it relates of the Lord, are 
stamped in colors and gold on windows; how its 
songs create, and wed themselves with, immortal 
melodies ; how its mighty figures turn the marble al- 
most to life, that they may stand again before us ; how 
its picturesque scenes start forth upon the canvas, 
and are multiplied by the burin, for all delighted eyes 
to see. 

And when, as so often has been the case, the whole 
nation is tumultuously stirred to its centre by the 
sudden inrush of revolutionary ideas, or by the temper 
that is called into exercise in some immense and 
dread emergency—then how, as in our recent experi- 
ence, the very terms and texts of the Bible seem pre- 
arranged for that demand. It is not, then, a mere 
treatise of religion. It is not simply a careful collec- 
tion of ancient records. It throbs and quivers with 
the very emotions which to us are so new. It shows 
us garments rolled in blood. It lifts standards and 
gonfalons before our faint and wavering sight. Its 
images of armor, armies, battle, of march, struggle, 
sacrifice, victory, are so needful, then, that without 
them it must fail to hold our attention; but they are 
so numerous that it seems for the time as if the whole 
Bible were made up of them. And so its language be- 
comes then universal. The man of the world finds no 
other so adequate; and the statesman but repeats 
what the pulpit had taught him. Parts of the Scrip- 
ture which had been wholly overlooked become at 
once instinct with life. The national experience 
flashes such interpreting light upon them that forgot- 
ten heroes re-assume personality, and the long-accom- 
plished plans of God again move before us like sen- 
sible squadrons. Again the blast of the ancient war- 
trumpets shakes the blood in our pulses. Again the 
successful though desperate valor of those who 
fought beneath God’s impulse makes us triumphant 
in darkest hours. And the very child’s hymns, in- 
spired by the Scripture, become battle-songs of 
armies, and mingle with the stormiest thunders of 
campaigns. 
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So, on all sides, look from what point soever we 
will, the Bible, by reason of its special constitution, 
becomes universal in the range of its address—a book 
for the world; for the savage in his woods, and for 
the savan; for Abelard in his cloister, and for St. 
Louis on his throne; for Erasmus in his study, and 
for the humblest German peasant ; for ironside sol- 
diers, and for the children that climb to their rugged 
arms and rest there, as violets upon rocks; for Will- 
iam of Nassau, holding an exasperated empire at bay, 
and for the humble mechanics and women who read 
the Scriptures in a room overlooking the city square, 
by the light of the flames in which their comrades are 
consumed. d ; 

By reason of the composite structure of the Bible it 
is, in great part, that as Coleridge has eloquently . 
said : “The great fundamental truths of religion are 
in Christian countries taught so early, under such cir- 
cumstances, and in such close and vital association 
with whatever makes or marks reality for our infant 
minds, that the words ever after represent sensations, 
feelings, vital assurances, sense of reality, rather than 
thoughts or distinct conceptions. ‘These 
great first truths, these good and gracious tidings, 
these holy and humanizing spells, in the pre-conform- 
ity to which our very humanity may be said to con- 
sist, are so infused that it were but a tame and inade- 
quate expression to say we all take them for granted.” 
And equally, by reason of the same unique constitu- 
tion of the Bible, it becomes also true that when the 
last hours of life are reached, and the man fatigued 
with vast intellectual endeavors and plans sinks 
slowly downward to his rest, the same touching or 
inspiriting stories, which he heard at first from 
mother’s or from teacher’s lips, come up as freshly as 
when he heard them. He turns from all treatises to 
ponder the parables. He may not read the Epistles as 
much as he did in middle life, but the words of Christ 
are sweeter than ever, the Psalms more precious. 
And the mind returns from all its excursions to poise 
itself at last and surely upon the sublime supports of 
the Scripture; as the ship, returning from other 
coasts, and tempest-lashed seas, swings into its har- 
bor; as the bird, circling back from his furthest flight, 
settles down to his nest. 

No tribe has yet been found on earth for which the 
Bible, translated properly into their tongue, has not 
had a voice so especially appropriate that it was at 
once at home among them. No people shall be found 
on earth, so cultured and noble, so rich in wisdom, 
so full of love, that the Bible will not to them havea — 
value that grows only greater as their culture ad- 
vances ; that is more fully and joyfully recognized as 
they draw nearer the perfect state. As the air en- 
wraps with invisible mantle all continents and seas; 
as the light from its throne streams alike upon all, to ; 
enlighten_and warm; as the vegetable force works [ 
as plainly and constantly on the heath as on the — 
hill, in most sequestred nooks and glens, and round 
the roughest edge of rocks, as on the vast expanse. 
of prairie—so this supreme and mighty book, the 
Book of mankind, finds no domain inaccessible to it, 
and no fragment of the race for which it has not a 
vitalizing power. It takes rank of right among the 
great elemental forces for which the earth is the 
arena. It underlies institutions, outlasts civilizations, 
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and dominates empires. And in the cabin as in the 
castle, in mine, and forum, and factory, and chapel, 
in the forecastle, the prison, the university, the home, 
it is fitted to be equally and always familiar ; the con- 
Stant instrument of man’s moral advancement; the 
inexhaustible source of his spiritual life. 

Do we need, then, my brethren, any other demon- 
Stration that this book is divine 2 

No matter what skepticism may allege to the con- 
trary, or what difficulties may sometimes embarrass 
our minds, as points which are not yet wholly cleared 
atrest our thoughts. Is it possible that a book so 
universal as this in its reach should not be divine? 
Divine in plan, and in-special construction, as well as 
in the great system of thought which it presents? Did 
simply unaided human minds, from the narrowest and 
least Sympathetic of the peoples, with no literary 
training, under the darkness of centuries earlier than 
of Solon or of Homer, prepare a book so cosmical as 
this in its fitness to the race? Bring all the other 
component parts of the world’s literature to compari- 
son with it—poetries, histories, treatises, orations, 
philosophies, sciences, codes of law, the utterances of 
men imperially endowed, the products of scholars, 
jurists, schools, whose names mark eras for their na- 
tlons—put anything you choose, from the immense 
aggregate, in comparison with this, and how they 
fade, as lights of the earth before the sun; how they 
dwindle into littleness as turrets and spires beneath 
the stars ! 

Surely, unless all experience is a lie, and all argu- 
ment a dream, but one mind that ever has wrought 
in the earth was competent to this: to make a book, 
through so many writers, which the Malay should 
love, as well as we; which Newton should cherish as 
of all most precious, and Pascal should accept as fur- 
nishing in its structure a new proof of Christianity, 
and which the ragged and unkempt child, picked out 
of the streets, or drawn from the depths of vilest 
slums, should find to him the most fascinating of vol- 
umes. The theophany of Sinai was more striking 
than this ; but even it was scarcely more vivid in its 
exhibition of the presence of God. And if now it 
were written in intelligible lightnings in yonder sky, 
“The Bible is fromm God,’ and underneath the 
declaration were stamped, in intervolved thunder- 
bolts, the very signature of Jehovah, it could hardly 
be more demonstrative than this of his authorship in 
the Scripture. We meet the mind that built the 
earth when we open the leaves of this Book of the 
world. : 

And what an argument comes to us for the spread 
of it, what vast incitements to this press upon us when 
we think, on the one hand, of Him from. whom it 
comes to the world, and, on the other, of the race for 
which it has been prepared ! 

It is the one bond of intellectual unity between 
countries and centuries. Other books pass away, 
however brilliant, however great. Only this abideth 
forever. And the skin-clothed spearman of the 
woods, converted to Christ, is brought through it to 
_ intellectual sympathy with the highest of Christian 

statesmen and scholars. The earliest age is linked to 
the latest, through its influence upon each; and the 
figures that walk before our thought amid the auroral 
dawn of history, stretch forward their hands to join 
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and grasp in common love for it those white-robed 
saints who shine before us in coming ages, cinctured 
and crowned with millennial beauty. 

It isa book full of stimulating force, and purifying 
power. It is not like the magical sign in the Faust, 
across which, if it were accurately drawn on the 
threshold, Mephistopheles could not pass. It is not 
like a sacrament, given physically, and accepted me- 
chanically, which claims by its direct operation to ally 
men to God, and to make them safe without change 
in their character. It is a vast treasury of intellectual 
and moral appeal ; by which, whoever lovingly ponders 
it shall be impressed, impenetrated, transformed, made 
a son or daughter of the Almighty, and assimilated in 
spirit to all that is Godlike. Its fruits are thus seen 
in public life,as well as in private. All welfare comes 
from its inspirations, and the best civilizations are 
conditioned on its power. 

It is a book that never will cease to be as perfect as 
now ; as perfect in itself, and in its interior fitness to 
the race; a book, therefore, of which no conceiv- 
able assaults will impair, though they may hinder, its 
power to bless; a book that will abide till human 
nature has been made over. The present archbishop 
of Westminster has affirmed, in a recent essay, that 
“the Scriptures separated from the Church perish.” 
But thetruthisthat the Scriptures preserve the Church, 
and keep it from perishing; and that nowhere are 
they so omnipresent and so influential as where the 
Church, in his sense of the word—as a vast organiza- 
tion of priestly function and prelatic prerogative— 
has never had or has lost its power. They will perish, 
not when the Roman hierarchy does, but only when 
the earth does, for which they were made, and the 
living souls of men on the earth to which they were 
adapted by God. And even then their influence will 
remain, in brighter effects, in grander spheres. 

How then the work of distributing the Bible grows 
larger before us, opens out over still immenser tracts, 
as we consider it! As originally systematically com- 
menced in England, it sought, we know, only to sup- 
ply copies of the Scripture to the scattered and needy 
Welsh population among their mountains. But even 
then a minister present was moved to say, “ Yes, cer- 
tainly to them ; but if to them, why not to the world?” 
And that thought has grown in the mind of the 
Church, that same deep impulse has moved in its 
heart, from that hour to this. The thought and the 
impulse were never so central, so quickening and in- 
spiring, as at this very moment; and the light thus 
kindled shines higher always toward perfect day. 
Languages that had not the Bible now have it. Lan- 
guages that had not alphabetical forms have been fur- 
nished with these, that it may utter its voices through 
them. Commerce has been subsidized, great mechan- 
isms employed, institutions established, and the forces 
of nature made to co-Operate, to give it ever wider 
sweep. And plainly nothing will ever again content for 
an hourthemind of intelligent Protestant Christendom, 
that falls short of the purpose of making this book as 
accessible and familiar as already it is to us and our 
children to every person who lives on the earth; 
to all who shall hereafter live here, to the end of man’s 
history. < 

It is the grandest work of time; the work in which 
angels might pray and plead to be permitted to take 
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a part: to make the Bible universal as the race. 
For such a distribution it is adapted. Toward such 
its own predictions point. And never till that has 
beenaccomplished will His design have been fulfilled 
who gave it as he did that every man, of every land 
and every time, might hear it speak in his own tongue, 
and in that form of moral appeal which is to him 
the most impressive, the gracious and mighty works 
of God. 

For this, then, be it ours to plan; for this to work ; 
for this to give, till all offices of earth are ended for us 
in the offices of heaven; and till the Bible itself, fulfill- 
ing its function, has lost its hold—not on our memory, 
but on our attention—as we look face to face on God! 
And unto Him who gave, who guards, who will defend 
it, be all the praise! Amen. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


BraziL.—-Mr. Tucker writes from Rio de Janeiro, 
January 5th: ; 

I am doing my best to keep in close correspond- 
ence with the colporteurs all the time, and am using 
every means to encourage and stimulate them in 
these perilous days. The reports, as you will see, 
show that for the last few months the sales have been 
diminished but little, except in one or two instances. 
The colporteurs, as a rule, are men of zeal and cour- 
age, and I am persuaded that they will do the best 
they can to keep the work going. 

Our war troubles continue very much after the 
same fashion as when I last wrote you. It is remark- 
able how the people submit ; many really seem indif- 
ferent. We are beginning to feel the high prices 
very sensibly. 


“THE TONGUE WHEREIN WE WERE BORN.” 

A missionary of the American Sunday School 
Union recently organized a Sunday school in an 
Indian settlement in the northern peninsula of Mich- 
igan. A few weeks later he received a letter saying 
that forty-four persons were enrolled, and that among 
the classes was one composed of old people who did 
not understand our language very well, and that, as it 
was very hard to make them understand the English 
Bible, a gift of a few Chippewa Testaments would be 
welcome, so that the Scriptures might be read to 
them in their native tongue. The Ojibwa version of 
the Testament was made for this very class of Indians 
by missionaries of the American Board who were 
laboring near Lake Superior about fifty years ago, 
and three editions of it have been printed by the Bible 
Society. The call for it in recent years has not been 
great. Perhaps the younger Chippewas understand 
English well enough to get a knowledge of the gospel 
from the authorized English version, but it is a great 
satisfaction to be able to supply the older men and 
women with the precious book in the same language 
which they have used from their childhood.

Our colporteurs are all starting off well for another 


year’s work. A letter from Sr. Antonio Leite, in 
Southern Geraes, tells of the opposition of priests to 
his work, though many persons are buying and read- 
ing the Bible. One woman reported her priest as 
saying that the Bible was a bad, false book, and she 
wanted to return it and get her ,money back; but 
after talking the matter over with the colporteur she 
determined to keep the Bible, and said she meant to 


have herename engraved on it in gold letters.

TURKEY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, February 3, 1894. 

We have at last secured one general permit for all 
our imported Scriptures, so that hereafter, as soon as 
we can complete our arrangements, no colporteur of 
ours will have any books which do not bear an offi- 
cial authorization. We regard this as decidedly a 
step in advance. We have secured it without any 
help from our Legation, the Department of Public In- 
struction itself displaying considerable anxiety to put 
the work of Bible distribution utterly beyond the ne- 
cessity of any interference on the part of provincial 
officials. It is another illustration of the fact that the 
centraé authorities, whatever may: be their attitude to- 
ward missionary societies, have no thought of repress- 
ing our work. Ourdifficulties are not to be ascribed 
to ill-will on the part of the Porte, but rather to the 
ignorance of the provincial authorities, their eagerness 
to appear very zealous and loyal to their sovereign, 
and the peculiar relations between the Porte and the 
country officials, all tending to delay the execution 
of orders, especially when there is the slightest symp- 
tom of lukewarmness on the part of the Porte. 

Notwithstanding all difficulties and obstructions, 


the colporteurs continue their courageous and self-_ 


denying efforts, and as usual they meet with every 


variety of experience. Recently the Adrianople col- 


porteur, while visiting some of the Balkan villages, 
persuaded a teacher to buy two Bibles. He soon 


after returned them with the message that he did not 
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want Protestant books. This caused other villagers 
who were looking at books to drop them as if they 
were poison. A prominent man of the village ap- 
peared, who admitted that he was the author of the 
objection to the books and claimed that the people 
ought to have nothing to do with them. He persisted 
in this idea until the colporteur produced the certifi- 
cate of a Greek bishop that the books were all right 
and that every Greek ought to procure a copy. This 
caused a complete change in the feelings of all, and 
led to the immediate sale of a number of copies. 

In the Broosa vilayet a colporteur was arrested be- 
cause some of his stock of books were imported 
and apparently unauthorized, but the representations 
he gave of the true object of the Society’s work en- 
tirely satisfied the governor, who manifested his 
good-will by purchasing a Turkish Bible for himself. 

The pleasure of colportage in Koordistan is not un- 
mixed. Our colporteur in the Bitlis district was jour- 
neying with one of the helpers, who had gone a little 
in advance with a Koord as companion, while he 
with others followed. As Mr. Cole tells the story, 
“some robbers meeting the first party began to beat 
them unmercifully, whereupon the helper begged 
them to take all they had but spare their lives. His 
books fortunately had been left in the care of a friend, 
and so escaped; but their other possessions, even 
their clothing, except undergarments, were taken, and 
they were cruelly beaten. The Koord was treated 
with special severity for being caught travelling witha 
Christian, and because he grumbled and made some 
resistance. These men were blindfolded and forced 
to go stumbling over rocks a long distance until the 
skin was grazed from their shins and they were 
brought within sound of the surf of the lake into 
which they were told they were to be thrown: But 

- after much torturing they were roughly thrown upon 
stony ground, their arms tied firmly together, and 
left as if to die, while the miscreants made off as if 
for other game. When the other party approached 
they pounced upon them also. The colporteur was 
forced, from his horse, his feet tied together, and the 
horse fastened near by. But, while the attention of 
the robbers was diverted, he managed by the quick 
use of his jackknife to loose himself and escape with 
his horse. They gnashed their teeth at him from a 
distance, as he was a man of special importance and 
one whose body they had declared should surely go 
into the lake. But the fleet horse saved him, and he 
soon overtook his helper, who though ex deshabille 
had liberated himself and his Koordish companion, 
who had been calling out, ‘O Christ! O Christ !’— 
trying to pray, as he heard the Christians do. This 
in brief for an episode of colporteur experience in 
Koordistan, which may serve for a pointer to what 


may often be held in expectancy in these parts.”

SYRIA. 


Berkut, January_14, 1894. 
DEAR BRETHREN: 


It is right that the partners in the same enterprise’ 


should hear at times from each other. You are the 
silent partners in the great work of giving the Bible 
tothe Arabic-speaking races of Syria: we are the 
active partners who distribute your gifts. Your share 
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in the work involves the self-denial and effort of 
raising funds for carrying it onand the planning for 
its expenditure, and as regards this land and other 
foreign lands it is largely a work of faith. 

We see the cylinders of the presses rolling, and the 
printed sheets of the Bible spread out ; we see the 
bound volumes in the hands of the colporteurs for 
distribution or placed in boxes for transportation to 
distant regions, and we are permitted to witness the 
blessed effects of Bible work in the joy with which 
the word is received and the changes it creates, 
Would that we could cause you to share with us the 
sight of the eyes, that your faith might be rewarded! 

We are unwilling that you should think that we 
regard your share in the labor a matter of course, 
entitled to no recognition and eliciting no gratitude; 
but when we take pen and paper to tell you all this 
we find our words fall far short of what our hearts 
would express. 

It were easy to point to the figures which your 
honored representative here has no doubt communi- 
cated to you of the millions of pages of Arabic Scrip- 
ture printed in 1893, and the thousands of volumes 
issued ; but this would do little toward showing the 
good accomplished through Bible work compared 
with taking you over mountain and plain, through the 
length and breadth of the land, and showing you the 
effect of the Bible—as taught in the schools, read in 
the homes, and preached in the churches—in the 
changed hearts and lives of men, in uplifting humanity 
to a higher plane of living and opening to it the doors 
of an endless life. Could we only cause you to see, 
as we have seen, how it has proved a light to guide 
living Christians on their way and a lamp to dispel 
the gloom to those entering the dark valley, you 
would feel that your labor has not been in vain in the 
Lord. We can only assure you of our appreciation 
of your labors and of our sincere gratitude for your 
efficient co-operation. 

We express our confidence that behind the screen 
which bounds our vision the Bible is working blessed 
results in the hearts and homes of the people of Syria 
which only God and good angels see. We believe 
that at present, and perhaps for years to come, almost 
the sole agency by which the gospel can reach 
Moslem hearts is by the silent teaching of the printed 
page. 

Owing to the insane and fanatical fear of the gov- 
ernment of the effect of the spread of Christianity 
among its Mohammedan subjects, there is little hope 
of reaching their darkened minds by pulpit instruc- 
tion or in connection with social intercourse. But the 
Spirit can enter with the printed volume the doors of 
the doubly-closed harem and make its truths vocal to 
the conscience afd life-giving to the heart; and we 
have repeated testimony that thus He is doing. _ 

You are aware how grave are the restrictions placed 
by the Turkish government in the way of circulating 
the various issues of our Press, and that even the 
Bible is not exempt from these when it is carried to 
Moslem towns and cities, although nominally legalized 


by the proper authority. Therefore, besides the call — 


upon your Society for a continuance of its generous 
aid for Bible printing and distribution, and besides 
the call for prayer for Gcd’s blessing upon those who 
read his word, there is a special need that prayer be 


oa 


offered that wisdom, courage, patience, and protec- 
tion be granted to those who carry this word to the 
followers of the Prophet. 

May God bless you, dear brethren, in your noble 
work! In sending the streams of living water to all 
lands, may your own souls be abundantly refreshed ; 
may you find the reward of your labor zow in 
the tidings borne to you of glorious successes of the 
gospel; and may a still richer reward await you 
when, after long and blessed service, you see fuller 
and more glorious results in heaven !

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NEWS FROM THE COLPORTEURS IN 
THE LEVANT. 


The Koordistan colporteur recently sold a Bible 
to the teacher of the Armenian school in one of the 
villages. The teacher began reading it in the church 
Sundays, and accompanied his readings with evan- 
gelical exhortations. The bishop happening to visit 
that region, and seeing what the teacher was doing, 
was greatly enraged, and demanded to know by 
what authority the young man was teaching the Bible. 
He replied that it was by the authority of Jesus 
Christ, and challenged the bishop to produce any evi- 
dence from Scripture that such work should be re- 
stricted to the clergy. The bishop then turned his 
energies against the colporteur, and ordered him to 
leave the village, on the ground that ‘‘he deceived 
the teacher—and what greater offense could he com- 
mit?” The bishop’s effort to drive him from the 
village, however, was not successful, especially as two 
of the leading villagers took the colporteur’s side, 
and one of them made the following vigorous speech: 
“You ecclesiastics have been with us all these years, 
and have never talked with us as this man has about 
the truths of this wonderful book. You will not be 
allowed to touch this man!” 

A colporteur in Macedonia found a certain vil- 
lage in a state of great excitement during a recent 
visit. A young man had opened a grocery store. He 
always kept by him a Bible and a few other good 
books. Every day he taught the people who came to 
_ his shop, and succeeded in doing much good among 
them. One family especially became very much in- 
terested, and opened their house Sabbaths for re- 
ligious services conducted by the young man. A 
priest, displeased with the turn things were taking, 
succeeded in stirring up his wife against him, and 
through her in getting possession of his Bible and 
other books and burning them. He also induced 
some rowdies to attack and beat him in his shop. As 
a result he became quite ill. By this time the wife 
had begun to regret her part in the persecution. But 
the vicious priest, taking advantage of his continued 
illness and his wife’s confinement, egged on the 
rowdies to despoil the shop completely, leaving the 
man impoverished. The wife was now cursing the 
priest and the kind of religion he represented, and 
nsisted upon removal to another town. The villa- 
gers were divided into two parties, and the state of 
eeling was not such as to facilitate the sale of books. 
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Our agent in the Cesarea district visited a village 
where three years ago he was refused lodging and 
was very badly treated in the market-place. This 
time he met with a very different reception, and 
especially received very cordial treatment from the 
priests in the monastery situated there, to whom also 
he had an excellent opportunity of explaining the work 
of the Bible Society. One of the students connected 
with the monastery, asking the priest if he might pur- 
chase a copy of the Bible the colporteur was selling, 
received this reply: “Why not? The Bible is the 
word of God, no matter what press it has been 
printed on.” ace 

Reports from many of the colporteurs indicate an 
increasing and most distressing poverty, especially 
throughout the Erzroom and Bitlis provinces. Prices 
are at famine rates. The efforts of the government at 
relief seem utterly inadequate. A winter of terrible 
suffering is inevitable. One colporteur writes as 
follows: “Iam everywhere meeting with sad scenes. 
I see starving villagers, standing at the roadside, wait- 
ing for the wheat the government is sending from 
Trebizond.” It was some three or four months be- 
fore this wheat-reached its destination. The col- 
porteur adds: ‘‘Seeing the condition of the people, 
I could not urge them to purchase books, and so I 
left that region with asad heart.’ In one village he 
met a kind-hearted Armenian priest, who, while de- 
ploring the poverty that made necessary such efforts 
for the material relief of the people, at the same time 
heartily praises the Bible Society for its generous at- 
tention to their deeper spiritual needs. Another 
writes as follows: ‘‘ The people are very poor, some 
of them so poor that in despair they are emigrating to 
Russia. The Koords are devastating the villages, 
robbing, beating, mutilating, and killing their helpless 
victims. 
the autumn, but most of them now have nothing to 
eat. A £500 house can find no purchaser at one- 
third the amount. Last year the people feared the 
cholera. .This year they are praying that God may 
send them sickness and death.” Still another writes : 
“The reply I get from the people everywhere when 
I urge them to purchase Scriptures is, ‘Let us first 
find bread to eat; then we will take time to think of 
books,’ ” 

It is comforting to have occasionally a pleasant 
experience with the ruling race to set off against too 
many of the other kind. A colporteur in one of our 
important districts one day encountered in the streets 
the mayor of the town. This functionary carefully 
examined his books, but was unable to find any that 
were not properly authorized. He also found the man 


provided with trade license and all other necessary 


papers. Still, he seized all the books and rebuked 
the colporteur for undertaking to sell without his in- 
dividual permission ! The colporteur appealed to the 


governor, who ordered the books to be given back at — 


once and suggested to the over-zealous mayor that 


he should Jet men alone who in every respect were 
obeying the law. The next day this same mayor met — 


the colporteur again, and said to him: “Go on with 
your work, my boy; no one shall interfere with you.”’ 
He also purchased a New Testament, and the good 


governor purchased a copy of the complete Bible. — 


Quite recently, in one of the large interior cities, the 


The farmers not only had nothing to sow in ~ 
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governor gave our colporteur a letter of recommen- 
dation, describing his books as duly authorized and 
intimating that no one in his province was to meddle 
with him or with his books. Of course such incidents 
are exceptional, but we welcome them as indicating 
a not altogether hopeless attitude on the part of 
Turkish officials.

The present attitude of the Japanese nation does 
not warrant the expectation of seeing much fruit at 
once ; but in view of the facts (1) that the population 
is increasing at the rate cf halfa million a year, and 
(2) that the sum total of all sorts of Christians that can 
be counted does not reach one fifth of that number, 
and (3) that their numbers are not increasing in pro- 
portion to the defections, in my humble judgment 
there should be no relaxation of the effort to put at 
least a single copy of one of the Gospels into every 
household in the land.

KOREA. 
= SEOUL, January 23, 1894. 

If you had seen the boyish glee with which one of 
the most stoical Koreans I know looked at his pur- 
chase of a lap-edged New Testament, a few days 
since, you would have been much interested. He 
paid 1,500 cash, or about fifty cents, for it. Not many 
of us are guilty of paying more than two days’ earn- 
ings fora New Testament. This man had “a pocket 
in his vest’ into which he placed his purchase. He 
looked at the book once very much in the way the 
- smill buy looks at his first watch. This man bought 
the book for study. He says he prefers “ The Gospel 
According to Luke,” probably because written “in 

order,” and “from the very first.” 

There is a good deal of Bible study being done. I 
am having—not near as frequent as I could wish, of 
course—calls for the word. They come with the 
money in hand. They want the book either for their 
own use or to give to a friend. 

Only an hour or so before the receipt of your letter 

I gave a talk to five men on “Faith,” referring them 
to various passages in the Gospels and Epistles ; and 
the interest with which the passages were sought and 
the new light it gave them make me feel glad. It is 
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truly wonderful how much joy the Bible brings to any 
and every one who studies it carefully. 

I have a “ polyglot” Gospel, or translation—my own 
of Matthew, your Society’s of Mark, and the British 
and Foreign Society’s of Luke (though Luke is a re- 
vision of mine under their instruction) and John. 
These are bound in one volume and used continually. 
I wish I had the whole Bible in some usable shape.

KOREA. 


Rev. Mr. Gale, of Gensan, reports that in the town 
of Cheong Chyen there is a family of farmers by the 
name of Kim, who have some knowledge of the 
Chinese characters, and, though hard-working people, 
are considered gentlemen. One day the gateman of 
Mr. Gale went out to his father’s grave, and, having 
met two of them, told them about the gospel. They 
became interested, and began to attend the religious 
services at Gensan. 

They were evidently dissatisfied with their old re- 
ligion and were seeking for something that could give 
them peace and rest. When told that the Scriptures 
were God’s book, and in them they would find how 
to be forgiven, they began to study them, and soon 
determined to abandon their old customs and follow 
the teachings of the Bible. For a time they had to 
endure ridicule and contempt whenever they knelt at 
daily prayer, and the commotion which was stirred 
up in the village was long continued. 

After attending the teachings for two months, and 
asking many questions, they collected all their ances- 
tral relics and objects of worship and burned them in 
front of their house, telling the people that such 
things were worse than useless and they had done 
with them forever. They made a great sacrifice, but 
the Lord has blessed them for it; and now they do 
not hesitate to tell their fellow-countrymen about the 
new and better life. 


DOMESTIC DEPARTMENT. 


EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
; SUPERINTENDENTS. 


GrEorGIA.—The anniversary of the Albany and 
Vicinity Bible Society was held on the third Sunday 
in February, at the Baptist Church. Addresses were 
delivered by Messrs. J. S. Davis, A. W. Mure, and the 
District Superintendent. There was a good congre- 
gation in attendance, and much interest was mani- 
fested. A donation-of $24 55 was made to the 
American Bible Society. 

On the fourth Sunday night in February the anni- 
versary of the Thomas County Bible Society was held 
in the Methodist Church, Thomasville. A contribu- 
tion of $43 was made to the cause. Rev. John A. 
Thompson, D.D., pastor of the Methodist Church, 
delivered an appropriate and stirring address. 


ILLiNoIs.—The year just closed exceeds any other 
in the history of the Chicago Bible Society, especially 
in volumes distributed and in the variety of languages 
in which the Scriptures were circulated. This was 
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owing largely to the World’s Fair opportunity, which 
the auxiliary improved to the best advantage. 

Galena Bible Society sends its sixty-second annual 
report, with another donation of $250, to the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. This makes the fourth generous 
donation since 1890, aggregating $1,250. 


INDIANA.—Five anniversaries were held in Febru- 
ary and fifteen auxiliary societies visited, necessitat- 
ing the travel of 1,288 miles and the absence from 
home of sixteen days. Collections continue to come 
up fairly well. 


Kansas.—The month of February has been the 
most severe and stormy of the winter months in 
Kansas. The railroads have been blocked and travel 
has been delayed. 

The auxiliaries of Harvey, Pratt, and Ford Counties 
held their anniversaries during the month. The re- 
ports show an increase in the sale of Bibles, and an 
advance along other lines. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE—Three of the four 
auxiliaries visited during the month, in the State of 
Kentucky, are among the most active and efficient: 
Clarke, Woodford, and Franklin Counties. The con- 
tributions were fully up to the usual standard. 

The seventy-first anniversary of the Franklin 
County Bible Society, Ky., at Frankfort, the capital 
of the State, though on a stormy evening, was un- 
usually interesting and profitable. Rev. John A. 
Broadus, D.D., of the Baptist Theological Seminary, 
Louisville, Ky., delivered the annual address, the 
characteristics of which were the history, biography, 
and consolations of the Bible, and how to read it with 
the most interest and profit. The address made a 
profound impression. 

During the month I visited the convention of the 
different Epworth Leagues of the State of Kentucky, 
which met in Louisville, and distributed among the 
-Leaguers three hundred copies of the Appeal issued 
by the Corresponding Secretary of the American 
._Bible Society. 


MICHIGAN AND Wisconsin.—During February I 
travelled 2,200 miles and visited 22 auxiliaries. 

The special feature of the work of the local socie- 
ties is the interest taken in that of supplying the 
destitute children. The applications from the Sunday 
schools not reached by the local societies are increas- 
ing, and, by the aid of the generous provision of the 
American Bible Society, I have supplied 496 children 
with Bibles during the month. 


MINNESOTA AND NorTH AND SouTH DAKOTA.— 
Very interesting meetings have been held in Febru- 


ary at Chatfield, Plainview, Waseca, Spring Valley, 
and Preston. 


NEBRASKA, COLORADO, AND WyomING.—Seventeen 
days from home in February, 1,589 miles of travel, 
1,900 circulars mailed, and 213 letters written. I have 
visited seven auxiliaries, attended the anniversaries 
of five of these, and have delivered twelve addresses. 
On the whole the month has been a pleasant one. 

NEw JERSEY, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND.— 
During February, through circulars, letters, and per- 
sonal visitation, communication has been had with all 
portions of the District. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is at the front in 
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all departments of work, and in contributions to the 
American Bible Society is among the largest in the 
State. Trinity Presbyterian Church will make a lib- 
eral offering this year. ; 

One of the most interesting services I have enjoyed 
was with the First Reformed Church at Passaic, N. Je 
This church is familiar to the officers of the American 
Bible Society as the “Protestant Reformed Dutch 
Church at Acquackanonk, N. J.,’’ the corporate name 
under which the society was founded two hundred 
and sixteen years ago. The place seemed to be 
‘holy ground,” and it was an inspiration to speak in 
such a presence. The Rev. John Gaston, D.D., the 
able and highly esteemed pastor since 186g, 1s deeply 
interested in the work of the American Bible Society. 
Under his supervision the average annual contribu- 
tion to our cause in the last twenty-two years has 
been $226. A splendid record, surely! All depart- 
ments of the Church make an equally good showing. 


New Yorxk.—During the month of February I have 
addressed fifteen congregations, visited nine auxilia- 
ries, and attended anniversaries of two others. Col- 
lections have been remarkably good considering the 
present financial conditions. ; 

The printed annual report of Buffalo City and Erie 
County Society shows that dur:ng the year nearly 
20,0co people have been reached, and hospitals, pen- 
tentiary, Italian, Polish, and other missions supplied, 
Ten thousand volumes of the Scriptures, in nineteen 
languages, have been disposed of by this society in 
the last two and one half years. 

The report from Holland Patent (Welsh) Society 
evidences the continued loyalty and liberality of that 
people to the Bible cause. 

The Genesee County Auxiliary reports having 
suffered a great loss by the death of Thos. G. 
Parsons, on the 6th of September, 1893. For twenty- 
one years he was its honored and faithful correspond- 
ing secretary, and attended every meeting of the so- 
ciety held during that time. 

NoRTH AND SouTH CsroLtina.—During February 
I have put in the heaviest active work of any month 
during my Superintendency, having made two exten- 
sive visits into North Carolina, looking into the con- 
dition of various auxiliaries there. In all these visits 
I was received with marked cordiality, entertained 
with generous hospitality, and heard with close at- 
tention and manifest interest. 


Texas.—In the month of Fetruary I attended the 
anniversaries of Bastrop, Lee, and McLennan County 
Bible Societies. These meetings were pleasant and 
profitable occasions, especially that of Mclennan 
County, held at the city of Waco, which was an event 
of rare interest and unique character. 

Other auxiliaries held their anniversaries this 
month with about the usual results, viz., Denison, 
Kerr County, Victoria County, and San Antonio, 
The great business depression continues in this State. — 
It is difficult to maintain our work. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


ANOTHER important feature of this message which | 
Christianity carries into the darkness of the Eastern 
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world is the clear, bright, tender, and helpful teach- 
ings of Scripture. The Bible is the record of God’s 
dealings with the race. It is in touch with all history 
and all life. It is luminous with instruction, bright 
with promise, warm with the glow of human feeling, 
uplifting in its moral inspiration, cheering in its solace, 
wise in its counsels, and unfailing in its guidance. It 
illumines the path of duty and sheds a brightness 
even into the darkness of the grave. What a message 
is this for those who have sought for spiritual light in 
the sacred books of their heathen religions! It is as 
sure to supplant the cumbrous, obscure, foolish, and 
unhallowed travesties of revelation which characterize 
the sacred literature of the Orient, as the truth of 
God is sure to prevail over error.—Foreign Missions 
After a Century. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, April 5th, 
1894, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, 
in the chair. 

The religious exercises were conducted by Rev. 
W. W. Atterbury, D.D. 

Among the various items of foreign correspond- 
ence submitted to the Board were letters from Rev. 
James H. Ballagh, of Yokohama, accepting a posi- 
tion on the Bible Societies’ Committee for Japan; 
from the Committee itself and various members of it, 
in respect to the continuance of the present plans of 
work; from Rev. E. Bertrand, reporting the opera- 
tions of the Bible Society of France; from Dr. W. 
W. Eddy, of Beirut, in behalf of the Presbyterian 
Syrian Mission; from Rev. C. W. Kilbon, of Natal, 
with an account of the distribution of Zulu Scriptures 
in South Africa; from the Society’s Agencies in 
Venezuela, Brazil, La Plata, Siam, and the Levant, 


‘with reports of the work accomplished in 1893 ; from 


Mr. Penzotti, resuming work in Panama and planning 
to go northward through the States of Central Amer- 
ica; and from Mr. Loomis, respecting work in Korea, 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Distri- 
bution, appropriations of funds for conducting Bible 
work in foreign lands during the coming year were 
made to the Society’s Agencies in Mexico, Central 
America, Venezuela, Brazil, La Plata, Korea, China, 
and the Levant; to the Bible Society of France, and 
to the Waldensian Committee of Evangelization; the 
aggregate amount being $123,745. Grants and con- 
signments of books were also made, for circulation at 
home and abroad, of the value of $13,189. These 
grants of books, to be sent out from the Bible House 


for sale and distribution, number in the aggregate 


about 55,800 volumes.

THE COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


REPORT OF THE SPECIAL 


COMMITEE PRESENTED TO 
THE MANAGERS APRIL 5, IS94. 


In November, 1891, the Managers took action in 
regard to an Exhibit at the World’s Fair. In Jan- 
uary, 1892, in compliance with the directions of the 
Board of Managers, application was made for an 
allotment of space for the Society’s Exhibit. This 
request was renewed from time to time, but it was 
not until February, 1893, that a definite response was 
received assigning to the Society a section 25 feet by 
16 feet in the gallery of the Building of Manufactures 
and Liberal Arts. The time for preparation was 
short, but the Committee have the satisfaction of re- 
porting that the Exhibit was in order on the first of 
May, the opening day of the Exposition. 


POSITION IN THE BUILDING. 


There were some apprehensions that the position 
assigned to the Society was so much aside from the 
most frequented portion of the building as to be seri- 
ously objectionable. Long before the close of the 
Exposition, however, it was found that as many per- 
sons visited the Exhibit as could possibly be accom- 
modated, or could receive proper attention from 
those having it in charge. 


REGISTRY OF NAMES. 


Visitors were invited to record their names, and a 
careful examination of the four volumes of Registry, 
which the Society will gladly preserve, shows that 
31,150 persons availed themselves of the opportunity 
afforded. Every State and Territory of the Union, with 
the single exception of Alaska, is represented in these 
interesting records. There were 7,470 persons trom 
Illinois, more than half of whom, as might have been 
anticipated, were from the city of Chicago. Ohio 
stands next, with a record of 2,974 names. ‘The third 
place is held by New York, which presents 2,401 
names; and then follows Pennsylvania, with 2,124. 
The number of residents of other States and Terri- 
tories is found to be as follows: From Wisconsin, 
1,951 ; lowa, 1,583; Michigan, 1,497; Indiana, 1,274; 
Missouri, 979; Massachusetts, 897 ; Kansas, 749; Min- 
nesota, 553; Kentucky, 517; Nebraska, 500; New 
Jersey, 484; Maryland, 397; Tennessee, 318; Cali- 
fornia, 284; Connecticut, 271; Texas, 241 ; Colorado 
and Virginia, each 223; District of Columbia, 204; 
West Virginia, 186; South Dakota, 166; Maine, 136; 
Vermont, 135; Georgia, 132; New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island, each 116; Mississippi, 111; Alabama, 
103; Washington, 91; Louisiana, 90 ; North Carolina, 
83; Arkansas, 65; Florida, 64; North Dakota, 63; 
Oregon, 53; South Carolina, 51; Delaware, 49; Utah, 
43; Montana, 38; Indian Territory, 16; Oklahoma, 
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15; Arizona and New Mexico, each 13; Wyoming, 9 ;

VISITORS FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


One thousand one hundred and seven persons, 
representing forty-five foreign countries, recorded 
their names upon the Society’s Register. In twenty- 
one instances the unfamiliar alphabetic characters 
used cannot be deciphered by the Committee, but for 
the most part the names are easily classified. The 
records contain the names of 482 residents of Canada, 
including persons from Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba, and British Columbia. 
We find the names of 72 visitors from England, of 17 
from Scotland, 6 from Ireland, and 4 from Wales. 
Sweden is represented by 27 names; Norway by 4; 
Denmark, 3; Holland, 3; Belgium, 4 ; Germany, 103; 
France, 26; Spain, 13; Italy, 43; Switzerland, 8; 
Austro-Hungary, including Austria, Hungary, and 
Bohemia, 45; Poland, 2; Russia, 31; Finland, 1; Bul- 
garia, 7; Turkey, including Asia Minor, Syria, and 
Palestine, 25 ; Armenia, 6; Persia, 4; Egypt, 3; South 
Africa, 35, India, 15; Ceylon} 1s. stam, i. Chinay 9; 
and Japan, 45. Ovher names also are recorded, as 
follows : From Argentina,1; Uruguay, 1; Brazil, 11; 
Chili, 2; Venezuela, 2; British Grenada and Colombia, 
each 1; Nicaragua, 2; Mexico, 14; West Indies, 14; 
Bermuda, 1; Australia, 7; Tasmania, 2; New Zealand, 
8; Gilbert Islands, 1 ; and Hawaii, 5. 

ORDERS TAKEN FOR BOOKS. 


It would have gratified the Committee if the sale 
and delivery of the Society’s publications, within the 
grounds of the Exposition, had been permitted. This 
favor was positively refused, and it was only asa 
special concession that permission was granted to the 
Society to receive orders and aavance payment for 
books to be forwarded from the Bible House in New 
York. By this method 1,856 volumes, of the value of 
$759 26, were distributed. A few of these were sent 
to foreign countries, while most of them were mailed 
to points within 37 different States or Territories of 
the Union. 

NUMBER OF VISITORS. 

A careful estimate, based upon definite observation, 
justifies the statement that the Society’s Exhibit was 
visited by at least four times as many persons as were 
inclined, or found time, to register their names. Thus 
the open volumes of the Holy Scriptures in many 
languages, which filled the cases on two sides of the 
space occupied by the Society, were examined with 
never-failing interest by perhaps 125,000 persons. 


THE DISTRIBUTION, 


A free distribution was made by the Society at the 
Exposition of 65,000 copies of the Gospel of John in 
English ; of 6,885 copies of the Gospel of Luke in 
eight different foreign languages ; of 65,000 copies of 
the attractive Souvenir edition of the “Specimen 
Verses,’ prepared especially for the Columbian 
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Exposition; of 3,000 copies of the Manual of the 
American Bible Society; 5,000 copies of Secretary 
Hunt’s address on “Bible Societies’? before the 
World’s Congress of Missions; 60,000 cards, and 
various documents containing information concerning 
the Society’s history and work. 

EXPENSES. 


The total expenditures of the Society for the Ex- 
hibit, including the cost of manufacturing and for- 
warding the various publications gratuitously dis- 
tributed; the amount paid for the bookcases and 
other furniture and fixtures ; and the salaries of the 
agent in charge and of his assistant, present an aggre- 
gate of $11,175 95. Special donations were received 
for this object amounting to $2,370 o1, leaving a 
balance of $8,805 94 as the net cost. 

THE EXHIBIT PARTIALLY PERPETUATED. 


It should, however, be stated in this connection 
that the Committee, in virtue of power conferred by 
the Board of Managers, decided, after the most care- 
ful deliberation, to place the substantial and attractive 
bookcases used at the Exposition in the Society’s 
Salesroom at the Bible House. These cases were 
somewhat more expensive than they would have 
been ifthe time afforded for their manufacture and 
erection had been less limited. They could not be 
sold but at a great sacrifice, and therefore it was 
determined to utilize them in the way indicated, and 
thus perpetuate to some extent the impressive lessons 
which were so cordially appreciated by those who 
visited the Society’s Exhibit at Chicago. 

CONCLUSION. 

The Committee, in concluding their report, do not 
hesitate to express their conviction that the Managers 
of the American Bible Society have abundant reasons 
for gratitude that they have been enabled to embrace 
a remarkable opportunity to encourage a wider circu- 
lation of the Holy Scriptures. Definite evidence is 
not wanting that copies of the Gospels which were 
distributed at the Exposition promptly met the 
spiritual necessities of sinful and burdened souls. 
The “Specimen Verses’? were highly valued by 
multitudes, and called forth eloquent expressions of 
interest in the great work of the Society from speak- 
ers at the World’s Congress of Missions. 

As the promise is sure which declares that the 
word of the Lord will not return unto Him void, but 
will prosper in the thing whereto He sends it, it may 
not be doubted that the harvest of this special effort 
of seed-sowing will be garnered in our own and in 
other lands for many a year to come.
